County Will Spend 
$4452 For Bridge 
On Central Ave. 

Hope that Arcadia will at last 
improve its portion of Central 
avenue was seen this week as 
the county indicated that it 
would accept a bid of $4,452 for 
the construction of the new 
bridge over the Santa Anita 
wash just east of Sierra Madre 
—Arcadia line. 

I A Pomona contractor, John 
Strona, submitted the low bid to 
the Board of Supervisors, and it 
was taken under advisement 
along with the higher bids that 
accompanied it. The sum includes 
construction work only, the coun¬ 
ty planning on purchasing the 
material on separate bids. 

Arcadia at various times has 
given thig city assurance that it 
would pave Central avenue from 
the city line to Santa Anita 
Ave. (Double Drive) as soon as 
the county either built or helped 
it to build a new and wider 
bridge over the wash. In its im¬ 
provement of East Central ave¬ 
nue, Sierra Madre widened the 
street considerably beyond the 
lines of the preseent bridge and 
the county’s plans for the new 
structure calls for conformation 
with the width of the thorough¬ 
fare as determined by this city. 

Trial Of Ida 
Brown Fixed 
For Tuesday 

Trial of Mrs. Ida J. Brown 
for assult on her husband Louis 
Brown with a caustic fluid will 
be held in Superior Court in Los 
Angeles on Tuesday after a series 
of postponements, the local police 
department was notified by the 
district attorney yesterday. 

Last September Mrs. Brown 
poured a scalding lye solution on 
her husband’s face as he lay 
sleeping in the couple's home in 
San Gabriel Court, after which 
she attempted suicide with poison. 
Shortly thereafter she was re¬ 
leased on $2500 ball and soon 
after returning to her home she 
made another unsuccesful attempt 
to end her life. Brown himself 
lay at the point of death in the 
county hospital for three months, 
only lately being able to return 
home, with lye scars disfiguring 
his face and his eyesight prac¬ 
tically destroyed. 

Immediately after the lye 
throwing episode Mrs. Brown re¬ 
pented, saying that she would 
make everything up when Brown 
was returned to her. No infor¬ 
mation can be obtained as to 
whether there has been any such 
reconciliation between them, or as 
to whether Brown will appear as 
a State's witness against his wife 
and attacker.

Since bad breath is a form of 
gaseous elimination, the logical 
thing to do is to assist nature in 
her attempt at house cleaning. 
There are several ways in which 
this can be accomplished. 

A series of short fasts, or the 
substitution of one or two meals 
with fresh fruit, or elimination of 
breakfast altogether, is one way 
of achieving results. 

The use of deodorants .especial¬ 
ly the candy variety with its pep¬ 
sin, wintergreen, etc., is most as 
suredly inadvisable. At best it is 
but a temporary counter-odor and 
is of absolutely no assistance in 
promoting normal digestion. Only 
by a thorough ‘house-cleaning,’ 
removing from the system the 
poisons that are the cause, can 
we expect permanent results.

Central avenue now presents 
a smooth and improved surface 
to the motorist the entire length 
of the roadway from Sierra 
Madre avenue to the eastern 
boundary of the city as a result 
of extensive work the city has 
bei-n carrying on during the past 
weeks on the intersections on 
West Central avenue. 

Worn out and bumpy wooden 
plank culvert coverings that 
formerly were in use at each in¬ 
tersection from Auburn avenue 
west have been replaced by 
graded concrete boxes with as¬ 
phalt surfacing, or have been 
done away with in favor ot 
swails. Corners have been graded 
and rounded, as at Auburn and 
Central, so as to permit an easy 
turn onto Central from any side 
street. 

The middle of Central avenue 
is also greatly Improved due to 
the fact that Pacific Electric 
railway workers have put in new 
railroad track foundations and 
new surfacing on their roadbed.

Two Pasadena youths of six¬ 
teen. whom police prefer not to 
name, were apprehended on upper 
Sunnyside avenue late Thursday 
night with evidence in their car 
of gasoline thievery.

Me ,;bers of the Sierra Madre 
City Council are not prepared 
to say what the city would do in 
the matter of enforcing the pro¬ 
hibition law 1 in the event that the 
beer bill, passed in the lower 
House of Congress last Wednes¬ 
day, shall become a law. 

The city's own very drastic 
prohibition enforcement ordinance 
would certainly not permit of the 
■sale of beer—does not as a mat¬ 
ter of fact make the sale of 
tear beer permlssable. 

The que-tion is whether or not 
he act of Congress would super- 
ede the local ordinance in the 
xbsence of any State legislation 
>ermitting the sale of lager beer. 

“The matter will have to be 
•eferred to the City Attorney if 
and when the pending beer bill is 
lisposed of by the Senate and is 
-cted upon by the President,” 
said Mayor H. Clay Reavis last 
night, "and we will be guided en¬ 
tirely by his opinion as to our 
duty in the matter.” 

Meanwhile the city’s own en¬ 
forcement legislation is now ef¬ 
fective, the Wright act, providing 
State enforcement having passed 
out of existence by mandate of 
the people when official an¬ 
nouncement was made by the 
State Department on Monday of 
the vote by which the measure 
was recalled.

and the iris in rotation with a 
fringe of annuals such as sweet 
alyssum. 

In the informal border the 
greater breadth of planting should 
occur where the densest mass of 
foliage is to be placed, for in¬ 
stance, opposite an unsightly gar¬ 
age next door, and the narrowest 
strip where the screen is to di¬ 
minish so that we can catch a 
glimpse of the floating lilies in 
a neighbor’s pool or the delicate 
tracery of a church spire in the 
distant sky. 

For a variation in sky line is 
as replete with interest and charm 
as is irregularity in ground line. 
Usually the greater height of tree 
or shrub should be in the wider 
border space. And frequently the 
greatest height will be in the lot 
corners. 

Variety in form, rounded or 
peaked, is as pleasing as differ¬ 
ences in height. As the globe 
shape is more common than the 
pyramid in plants, it is well to 
include more of the former in 
our border, using the spiky lom- 
bardies and evergreens for accent 
effect. Growing habits, such as 
erect or drooping, should also be 
taken into consideration in plan¬ 
ning our boundaries. 


of the home grounds. Even 
among friendly neighbors we wel¬ 
come a shield to protect us 
against too curious eyes. 

The right sort of boundary or 
border planting will also screen 
out unsightly views and objects. 
Telephone poles and the mass of 
wires, for instance, can be hidden 
by correctly placed trees. High 
growing shrubs will mask a ram¬ 
shackle garage or a vine-covered 
lattice will block out a broken- 
down fence or rubbish heap. 
Sometimes entire districts such 
as railroad yards or squalid resi¬ 
dences present themselves to view 
whenever we step out of doors. 
Again, trees, high growing shrubs 
and hedges and climbing vines 
with their thick foliage will elim¬ 
inate the unsightly picture. 

As a background for flowers 
the shrubbery border is almost 
indispensable. The bright hues 
of bud and blossom show to best 
advantage against the dark green 
of shrub and tree foliage. 

Now how to go about designing 
a shrubbery border, you ask. 
Really this is not difficult. On a 
small lot a few varieties of 
shrubs, four or five, are better 
than many. The border may flow 
in interesting curves with bays
